TRANSLATION FOLLOWS 


In addition to our No. 1859 
We send the text of instructions for Cuban representative at the U.N. Lechuga 
from November 20. 


“Act in accord with the Soviet delegation regarding the Brazilian proposal. Insist to 
Arinos to include our opinion, or if not, to suggest it as an amendment. We should 
demand from the nuclear powers [to undertake] an obligation not to have bases in Latin 
America and guarantees not to use nuclear weapons against it. Try to change the wording 
of paragraph “B” of the second article of the main section, so that it would not allow 
classification as nuclear weapons and as air and naval means of their delivery of those 
[systems], which are not such. We have tactical nuclear weapons, which we should keep. 
Creation of a nuclear-free zone doesn’t give us anything if there are no guarantees against 
the sole nuclear power on the continent. Remember that liquidation of military bases of 
nuclear powers is the most important point. In any case, we should ask that the resolution 
be put to vote in parts, so that we could vote for what is possible, or abstain. If the 
resolution does not include the Cuban proposals, vote against [the resolution] if the 
neutral countries do the same. If only the socialist countries [vote], abstain and explain 
[our] position with the approved terms. Inform us about the situation on this issue to 
receive the latest instructions. In truth, we are not interested in passing of the Brazilian 
proposal. Mikoyan informed [us] that the USSR and the United States reached an 
agreement that from the moment of the announcement that the bombers would be 
withdrawn, the blockade would be lifted and they will withdraw them over one month. 
We said that we would not resist that. We are ready to consider U Thant’s proposal 
regarding Article 12, but only in the framework of a comprehensive and permanent 
solution as outlined in the draft protocol.
